MEANS THE BARGAIN OF THE PARTIES IN FACT, AS FOUND IN THEIR LANGUAGE 2 

OR INFERRED FROM OTHER CIRCUMSTANCES, INCLUDING COURSE OF 3 

PERFORMANCE, COURSE OF DEALING, OR USAGE OF TRADE AS PROVIDED IN § 4 

1–303 OF THIS TITLE. 5 

 

  (4) “BANK” MEANS A PERSON ENGAGED IN THE BUSINESS OF 6 

BANKING AND INCLUDES A SAVINGS BANK, SAVINGS AND LOAN ASSOCIATION, 7 

CREDIT UNION, AND TRUST COMPANY. 8 

 

  (5) “BEARER” MEANS A PERSON IN POSSESSION OF A 9 

NEGOTIABLE INSTRUMENT, DOCUMENT OF TITLE, OR CERTIFICATED SECURITY 10 

THAT IS PAYABLE TO BEARER OR ENDORSED IN BLANK. 11 

 

  (6) “BILL OF LADING” MEANS A DOCUMENT EVIDENCING THE 12 

RECEIPT OF GOODS FOR SHIPMENT ISSUED BY A PERSON ENGAGED IN THE 13 

BUSINESS OF TRANSPORTING OR FORWARDING GOODS. 14 

 

  (7) “BRANCH” INCLUDES A SEPARATELY INCORPORATED 15 

FOREIGN BRANCH OF A BANK. 16 

 

  (8) “BURDEN OF ESTABLISHING” A FACT MEANS THE BURDEN OF 17 

PERSUADING THE TRIER OF FACT THAT THE EXISTENCE OF THE FACT IS MORE 18 

PROBABLE THAN ITS NONEXISTENCE. 19 

 

  (9) “BUYER IN ORDINARY COURSE OF BUSINESS” MEANS A 20 

PERSON THAT BUYS GOODS IN GOOD FAITH, WITHOUT KNOWLEDGE THAT THE 21 

SALE VIOLATES THE RIGHTS OF ANOTHER PERSON IN THE GOODS, AND IN THE 22 

ORDINARY COURSE FROM A PERSON, OTHER THAN A PAWNBROKER, IN THE 23 

BUSINESS OF SELLING GOODS OF THAT KIND. A PERSON BUYS GOODS IN THE 24 

ORDINARY COURSE IF THE SALE TO THE PERSON COMPORTS WITH THE USUAL 25 

OR CUSTOMARY PRACTICES IN THE KIND OF BUSINESS IN WHICH THE SELLER IS 26 

ENGAGED OR WITH THE SELLER’S OWN USUAL OR CUSTOMARY PRACTICES. A 27 

PERSON THAT SELLS OIL, GAS, OR OTHER MINERALS AT THE WELLHEAD OR 28 

MINEHEAD IS A PERSON IN THE BUSINESS OF SELLING GOODS OF THAT KIND. A 29 

BUYER IN ORDINARY COURSE OF BUSINESS MAY BUY FOR CASH, BY EXCHANGE 30 

OF OTHER PROPERTY, OR ON SECURED OR UNSECURED CREDIT, AND MAY 31 

ACQUIRE GOODS OR DOCUMENTS OF TITLE UNDER A PREEXISTING CONTRACT 32 

FOR SALE. ONLY A BUYER THAT TAKES POSSESSION OF THE GOODS OR HAS A 33 

RIGHT TO RECOVER THE GOODS FROM THE SELLER UNDER TITLE 2 OF THIS 34 

ARTICLE MAY BE A BUYER IN ORDINARY COURSE OF BUSINESS. “BUYER IN 35 

ORDINARY COURSE OF BUSINESS” DOES NOT INCLUDE A PERSON THAT 36 
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ACQUIRES GOODS IN A TRANSFER IN BULK OR AS SECURITY FOR OR IN TOTAL 1 

OR PARTIAL SATISFACTION OF A MONEY DEBT. 2 

 

  (10) “CONSPICUOUS”, WITH REFERENCE TO A TERM, MEANS SO 3 

WRITTEN, DISPLAYED, OR PRESENTED THAT A REASONABLE PERSON AGAINST 4 

WHICH IT IS TO OPERATE OUGHT TO HAVE NOTICED IT.  WHETHER A TERM IS 5 

“CONSPICUOUS” OR NOT IS A DECISION FOR THE COURT.  CONSPICUOUS TERMS 6 

INCLUDE THE FOLLOWING: 7 

 

   (I) A HEADING IN CAPITALS EQUAL TO OR GREATER IN SIZE 8 

THAN THE SURROUNDING TEXT, OR IN CONTRASTING TYPE, FONT, OR COLOR TO 9 

THE SURROUNDING TEXT OF THE SAME OR LESSER SIZE; AND 10 

 

   (II) LANGUAGE IN THE BODY OF A RECORD OR DISPLAY IN 11 

LARGER TYPE THAN THE SURROUNDING TEXT, OR IN CONTRASTING TYPE, FONT, 12 

OR COLOR TO THE SURROUNDING TEXT OF THE SAME SIZE, OR SET OFF FROM 13 

SURROUNDING TEXT OF THE SAME SIZE BY SYMBOLS OR OTHER MARKS THAT 14 

CALL ATTENTION TO THE LANGUAGE. 15 

 

  (11) “CONSUMER” MEANS AN INDIVIDUAL WHO ENTERS INTO A 16 

TRANSACTION PRIMARILY FOR PERSONAL, FAMILY, OR HOUSEHOLD PURPOSES. 17 

 

  (12) “CONTRACT”, AS DISTINGUISHED FROM “AGREEMENT”, 18 

MEANS THE TOTAL LEGAL OBLIGATION THAT RESULTS FROM THE PARTIES’ 19 

AGREEMENT AS DETERMINED BY THE MARYLAND UNIFORM COMMERCIAL 20 

CODE AS SUPPLEMENTED BY ANY OTHER APPLICABLE LAWS. 21 

 

  (13) “CREDITOR” INCLUDES A GENERAL CREDITOR, A SECURED 22 

CREDITOR, A LIEN CREDITOR, AND ANY REPRESENTATIVE OF CREDITORS, 23 

INCLUDING AN ASSIGNEE FOR THE BENEFIT OF CREDITORS, A TRUSTEE IN 24 

BANKRUPTCY, A RECEIVER IN EQUITY, AND AN EXECUTOR OR ADMINISTRATOR 25 

OF AN INSOLVENT DEBTOR’S OR ASSIGNOR’S ESTATE. 26 

 

  (14) “DEFENDANT” INCLUDES A PERSON IN THE POSITION OF 27 

DEFENDANT IN A COUNTERCLAIM, CROSS–CLAIM, OR THIRD–PARTY CLAIM. 28 

 

  (15) “DELIVERY”, WITH RESPECT TO AN INSTRUMENT, DOCUMENT 29 

OF TITLE, OR CHATTEL PAPER, MEANS VOLUNTARY TRANSFER OF POSSESSION. 30 

 

  (16) “DOCUMENT OF TITLE” INCLUDES A BILL OF LADING, DOCK 31 

WARRANT, DOCK RECEIPT, WAREHOUSE RECEIPT OR ORDER FOR THE DELIVERY 32 

OF GOODS, AND ALSO ANY OTHER DOCUMENT WHICH IN THE REGULAR COURSE 33 

OF BUSINESS OR FINANCING IS TREATED AS ADEQUATELY EVIDENCING THAT 34 
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THE PERSON IN POSSESSION OF THE DOCUMENT IS ENTITLED TO RECEIVE, 1 

HOLD, AND DISPOSE OF THE DOCUMENT AND THE GOODS IT COVERS. TO BE A 2 

DOCUMENT OF TITLE, A DOCUMENT MUST PURPORT TO BE ISSUED BY OR 3 

ADDRESSED TO A BAILEE AND PURPORT TO COVER GOODS IN THE BAILEE’S 4 

POSSESSION WHICH ARE EITHER IDENTIFIED OR ARE FUNGIBLE PORTIONS OF 5 

AN IDENTIFIED MASS. 6 

 

  (17) “FAULT” MEANS A DEFAULT, BREACH, OR WRONGFUL ACT OR 7 

OMISSION. 8 

 

  (18) “FUNGIBLE GOODS” MEANS: 9 

 

   (I) GOODS OF WHICH ANY UNIT, BY NATURE OR USAGE OF 10 

TRADE, IS THE EQUIVALENT OF ANY OTHER LIKE UNIT; OR 11 

 

   (II) GOODS THAT BY AGREEMENT ARE TREATED AS 12 

EQUIVALENT. 13 

 

  (19) “GENUINE” MEANS FREE OF FORGERY OR COUNTERFEITING. 14 

 

  (20) “GOOD FAITH”, EXCEPT AS OTHERWISE PROVIDED IN TITLE 5 15 

OF THIS ARTICLE, MEANS HONESTY IN FACT AND THE OBSERVANCE OF 16 

REASONABLE COMMERCIAL STANDARDS OF FAIR DEALING. 17 

 

  (21) “HOLDER” MEANS: 18 

 

   (I) THE PERSON IN POSSESSION OF A NEGOTIABLE 19 

INSTRUMENT THAT IS PAYABLE EITHER TO BEARER OR TO AN IDENTIFIED 20 

PERSON THAT IS THE PERSON IN POSSESSION; OR 21 

 

   (II) THE PERSON IN POSSESSION OF A DOCUMENT OF TITLE 22 

IF THE GOODS ARE DELIVERABLE EITHER TO BEARER OR TO THE ORDER OF THE 23 

PERSON IN POSSESSION. 24 

 

  (22) “INSOLVENCY PROCEEDING” INCLUDES AN ASSIGNMENT FOR 25 

THE BENEFIT OF CREDITORS OR OTHER PROCEEDING INTENDED TO LIQUIDATE 26 

OR REHABILITATE THE ESTATE OF THE PERSON INVOLVED. 27 

 

  (23) “INSOLVENT” MEANS: 28 

 

   (I) HAVING GENERALLY CEASED TO PAY DEBTS IN THE 29 

ORDINARY COURSE OF BUSINESS OTHER THAN AS A RESULT OF BONA FIDE 30 

DISPUTE; 31 
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   (II) BEING UNABLE TO PAY DEBTS AS THEY BECOME DUE; 1 

OR 2 

 

   (III) BEING INSOLVENT WITHIN THE MEANING OF FEDERAL 3 

BANKRUPTCY LAW. 4 

 

  (24) “MONEY” MEANS A MEDIUM OF EXCHANGE CURRENTLY 5 

AUTHORIZED OR ADOPTED BY A DOMESTIC OR FOREIGN GOVERNMENT. THE 6 

TERM INCLUDES A MONETARY UNIT OF ACCOUNT ESTABLISHED BY AN 7 

INTERGOVERNMENTAL ORGANIZATION OR BY AGREEMENT BETWEEN TWO OR 8 

MORE COUNTRIES. 9 

 

  (25) “ORGANIZATION” MEANS A PERSON OTHER THAN AN 10 

INDIVIDUAL. 11 

 

  (26) “PARTY”, AS DISTINGUISHED FROM “THIRD PARTY”, MEANS A 12 

PERSON THAT HAS ENGAGED IN A TRANSACTION OR MADE AN AGREEMENT 13 

SUBJECT TO THE MARYLAND UNIFORM COMMERCIAL CODE. 14 

 

  (27) “PERSON” MEANS AN INDIVIDUAL, CORPORATION, BUSINESS 15 

TRUST, ESTATE, TRUST, PARTNERSHIP, LIMITED LIABILITY COMPANY, 16 

ASSOCIATION, JOINT VENTURE, GOVERNMENT, GOVERNMENTAL SUBDIVISION, 17 

AGENCY, OR INSTRUMENTALITY, PUBLIC CORPORATION, OR ANY OTHER LEGAL 18 

OR COMMERCIAL ENTITY. 19 

 

  (28) “PRESENT VALUE” MEANS THE AMOUNT AS OF A DATE 20 

CERTAIN OF ONE OR MORE SUMS PAYABLE IN THE FUTURE, DISCOUNTED TO 21 

THE DATE CERTAIN BY USE OF EITHER AN INTEREST RATE SPECIFIED BY THE 22 

PARTIES IF THAT RATE IS NOT MANIFESTLY UNREASONABLE AT THE TIME THE 23 

TRANSACTION IS ENTERED INTO OR, IF AN INTEREST RATE IS NOT SO 24 

SPECIFIED, A COMMERCIALLY REASONABLE RATE THAT TAKES INTO ACCOUNT 25 

THE FACTS AND CIRCUMSTANCES AT THE TIME THE TRANSACTION IS ENTERED 26 

INTO. 27 

 

  (29) “PURCHASE” MEANS TAKING BY SALE, LEASE, DISCOUNT, 28 

NEGOTIATION, MORTGAGE, PLEDGE, LIEN, SECURITY INTEREST, ISSUE OR 29 

REISSUE, GIFT, OR ANY OTHER VOLUNTARY TRANSACTION CREATING AN 30 

INTEREST IN PROPERTY. 31 

 

  (30) “PURCHASER” MEANS A PERSON THAT TAKES BY PURCHASE. 32 
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  (31) “RECORD” MEANS INFORMATION THAT IS INSCRIBED ON A 1 

TANGIBLE MEDIUM OR THAT IS STORED IN AN ELECTRONIC OR OTHER MEDIUM 2 

AND IS RETRIEVABLE IN PERCEIVABLE FORM. 3 

 

  (32) “REMEDY” MEANS ANY REMEDIAL RIGHT TO WHICH AN 4 

AGGRIEVED PARTY IS ENTITLED WITH OR WITHOUT RESORT TO A TRIBUNAL. 5 

 

  (33) “REPRESENTATIVE” MEANS A PERSON EMPOWERED TO ACT 6 

FOR ANOTHER, INCLUDING AN AGENT, AN OFFICER OF A CORPORATION OR 7 

ASSOCIATION, AND A TRUSTEE, EXECUTOR, OR ADMINISTRATOR OF AN ESTATE. 8 

 

  (34) “RIGHT” INCLUDES REMEDY. 9 

 

  (35) “SECURITY INTEREST” MEANS AN INTEREST IN PERSONAL 10 

PROPERTY OR FIXTURES THAT SECURES PAYMENT OR PERFORMANCE OF AN 11 

OBLIGATION. “SECURITY INTEREST” INCLUDES ANY INTEREST OF A CONSIGNOR 12 

AND A BUYER OF ACCOUNTS, CHATTEL PAPER, A PAYMENT INTANGIBLE, OR A 13 

PROMISSORY NOTE IN A TRANSACTION THAT IS SUBJECT TO TITLE 9 OF THIS 14 

ARTICLE.  “SECURITY INTEREST” DOES NOT INCLUDE THE SPECIAL PROPERTY 15 

INTEREST OF A BUYER OF GOODS ON IDENTIFICATION OF THOSE GOODS TO A 16
